NEW CARLSBERG SITE TO 

CREATE 50 EXTRAJOBS 


BREWERY SUBMITS PLANS FOR WAREHOUSE PLAN ATBRACKMILLS 


Carlsberg will create 50 new 
jobs when it opens a new 
640,000 sq ft warehouse and 
distribution hub at a North¬ 
ampton industrial estate. 

A planning proposal has been 
submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council revealing the 
new site would be on land near 
the Brackmills Point scheme, 
south of Bedford Road. 

The developer, Roxhills, 
said the plans would ‘secure’ 
180 exisitingjobs in the region, 
including at their main site in 
Bridge Street, which compris¬ 
es one of Carlsberg’s two main 
breweries in the UK as well as 
a bottling plant. The new unit 
will also create 50 new jobs, 
Roxhills said. 

A planning document 
put together by estate agents, 
Savills, said: “The occupier has 
confirmed that the proposed 
development will directly 
create approximately 50 new 
full-time equivalent jobs and 
will safeguard 180 jobs from 


existing distribution opera¬ 
tions, which will be relocated 
to the site. Indirect jobs will be 
supported by the spending on 
goods, supplies and services 
by Carlsberg with firms within 
the surrounding area. 

“The spending of wag¬ 
es both by employees of 
Carlsberg and of local firms 
supplying goods to the com¬ 
pany will also support indirect 
employment in local shops, 
services and other firms.” 

The 21 metre-high unit 
will have 585,088 sq ft of ware¬ 
house space, with 21,528 sq ft 
of mezzanine, as well as a four- 
storey 26,996 sq ft office block. 
There will be an additional 
140,000 sq ft yard for storage 
as well as parking for 130 trail¬ 
ers and 307 cars. 

The 43.8-acre triangular 
site will be extensively land¬ 
scaped and Carlsberg will own 
and run the facility once it is 
built. Completion is sched¬ 
uled for spring 2015 with the 
site opening in the autumn.

Community leaders take 
action following raids 


A group of men in Northamp¬ 
ton have restarted patrols 
of the St James and Spencer 
area of Northampton after a 
number of burglaries target¬ 
ing Asian valuables. 

In September 2012, mem¬ 
bers of the Bangladeshi com¬ 
munity in Northampton took 
it upon themselves to start 
patrolling the streets after a 
spate of burglaries when so- 
called ‘Asian Gold’ was stolen. 

Azizul Khan, one of the 
men taking part in the patrols, 
said he believed the communi¬ 


ty was having to do the police’s 
job for them in reassuring 
those affected. 

He said: “We are just going 
out on the streets to reassure 
people that something is being 
done in a positive way.” 

Mr Khan said their role was 
to offer support and help for 
people in the community, as 
well as acting as extra eyes and 
ears for the police and report¬ 
ing anything suspicious. 

“People are very disgrun¬ 
tled about what is happening. 
We feel we need to take ac¬ 
tion,” he said. 


To try to allay the fears of 
the Asian community, North¬ 
amptonshire Police attended 
a meeting at the Spencer Dal- 
lington Community Centre 
on Monday night. During the 
meeting, Detective Kerry Pow¬ 
ers revealed there had been 38 
Asian gold burglaries in the 
Spencer area in 2013 but only 
three so far this year. 

PC Tony Sereno encour¬ 
aged people to follow six 
burglary prevention tips in¬ 
cluding lowering hedges, se¬ 
curing doors and side gates 
and installing lights and 


alarms on their properties. 

The officers encouraged 
community members to join 
the newly launched Street- 
Watch scheme rather than 
carry out their own patrols 

But Altab Ali, who attend¬ 
ed the meeting, said he would 
like to see more police patrols 
in the afternoons when a lot 
of the burglaries had taken 
place. 

He said: “A lot of the burgla¬ 
ries have taken place during 
school hours when the house 
is empty or when the husband 
is at work.” 


Victims were grieving son 


THE daughter of an elderly 
couple who were the victim 
of a so-called Asian gold 
burglary said callous thieves 
stole money from the room of 
her late brother, who was only 
buried three weeks ago. 

Thousands of pounds 
worth of jewellery and gold 
was stolen from a property in 
St James Park Road by thieves 
who tricked their way into the 
property by pretending to be 
from the water board shortly 
after 2.30pm on March 12. 

Khadija Begum said she 
believed the thieves had 


watched the property for two 
weeks and then deliberately 
picked a one hour period when 
her and two brothers were out 
of the house. 

Ms Begum said her father 
was blind and had been in 
hospital for five days after he 
suffered a panic attack as a 
result of the burglary. 

She said the burglary, 
which has left her mother 
without any of her wedding 
jewellery, came about a month 
after the death of her brother, 
whose body was found near a 
cycle path between Hunsbury 


and Sixfields. 

She said: “People should be 
able to feel safe in their own 
homes. My dad is blind and 
heavily relies on the trust of 
other people, so this has made 
him feel even more vulnerable. 

“The thieves were really 
callous and tricked their way 
and quickly stole the gold. We 
believe they may even have had 
metal detectors. They even 
stole £5 from my late brother’s 
room which I was going to give 
to charity.” 

Two men knocked on the 
door of the house in St James 


Park Road. One of the men said 
the neighbouring property was 
having trouble with their water 
and asked to check the water 
pressure. 

The first robber is described 
as clean shaven, aged between 
40 and 45, about 5ft 6in and 
was stocky with short black 
hair. His accomplice was aged 
between 45 and 50, slim and 
about 5ft 8in. They fled the 
scene in a silver Mercedes.

Owl survives drama 





Nathan Beahan was shocked to discover an owl, pictured inset, had hitched a ride 
gine. The owl is now being treated at a wildlife sanctuary and has been named Lucky 


A train driver has told of his sur¬ 
prise to find an owl had hitched 
a 175-mile ride on the back of his 
engine. 

Nathan Beahan, from Baler Close, 
in Daventry, drove the 1,700ft 
(518m) freight train from Crewe 
to DIRFT, near Crick, where 
workers discovered the tawny 
owl perched between his Class 66 
locomotive and the first wagon. 

Father-of-two Mr Beahan 
said: “The train was going from 
Mossend, near Glasgow, at 
8.30am to the Malcolm Group 
depot at DIRFT for 5.30pm. 

“The loco was changed at 
Crewe which is where I picked it 
up, so any bird at the back of the 
engine at that time would have 
been spotted,” Mr Beahan ex¬ 
plained. 

“The train then stopped for 
about 15 minutes at Carnforth, 
near Morecambe, and logically 
that’s the only time the owl could 
have landed. 

“That gap is a pretty cold and 
windy place to be when the train’s 
moving. It’s not really protected 
at all. 

“The train travels at up to 
75mph, so it gets windy. The owl 
must have been buffeted by the 
wind. And he was near the engine 


too so it wasn’t quiet either,” he 
said. 

“We got to DIRFT and as 
someone from Malcolm Group 
went between the loco and the 
first wagon, this owl turned and 
stared at him, startling him so 
much he jumped back. 

“The poor owl was dazed and 
stunned and wasn’t moving when 
the staff found him,” Mr Beahan 
added. 

The owl had not been trapped, 
but it is thought the force of the 


wind from the speeding train 
had made it impossible for it to 
fly away. 

The workers, who named 
the bird Lucky, contacted 
the Nuneaton and Warwick¬ 
shire Wildlife Sanctuary, 
who took him in. Lucky was 
diagnosed with slight wing 
damage and a bit of concussion. 

He is expected to be paired 
with another tawny owl and re¬ 
leased back into the wild next 
week.

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Sochi heroine just 
missed the medals 


Northampton-born Paralym¬ 
pic sit skier, Anna Turney, has 
no regrets about her time at 
Sochi 2014... despite crashing 
out when desperately close to 
a bronze medal in her penulti¬ 
mate event. 

The 34-year-old, who grew up 
in Quinton and went to Wes¬ 
ton Favell Primary School, did 
not make the podium in four 
events at the Winter Paralym¬ 
pic Games, which concluded 
on Sunday. 

But she can still count her¬ 
self as the UK’s top female sit 
skier having come desperate¬ 
ly close to a medal in both the 
super G and super combined 
events in the Russian city. 

In the latter she made a 
daring bid to make up 12 sec¬ 
onds in her second run of the 
event to be in with a chance of 
at least third. 

But Anna, who now lives in 
Warwick with her husband, 
crashed after being bounced 
up off the snow. 

Painfully, with one com¬ 
petitor not starting and an¬ 
other crashing out, simply 
posting a successful run to 
the finish line would have giv¬ 
en her the bronze. 

Speaking afterwards, she 
said: “I was skiing really well 
and I was going really fast, but 
then I had a big bump, it threw 
me in the air. 

“Perhaps if I had just been 
careful I would have got a med¬ 
al, but I went first and I didn’t 
know I could have just done 
that. 

“But that’s not ski racing in 
my eyes, I had to go for it.” 

Anna, who broke her back 
in 2006, narrowly missed out 
on a medal in her favourite su¬ 
per G event, placing fourth. 

She was also on course to 
claim bronze in the downhill 
event but crashed out towards

the end of her run. 

In a punishing schedule, 
Anna rounded off the week 
with an eighth place finish in 
the giant slalom on Sunday. 

She said: “It’s incredible to 
have been a part of it, although 
I haven’t quite got the results 
I wanted. 

“I have got personal be¬ 
sts by getting a 4th and a 5th 
place; in Vancouver I only got 
5th and 6th. 

“I can still say I’m Britain’s 
top sit skier.” 

But Anna, who went to the 
Games with her mum and old¬ 
er brother and who regularly 
received tweets of Team GB 
skier Cherny Alcott, said her 
sport has been the real victor 
this past week. 

“Sit skiing is being repre¬ 
sented in the media better 
than it has ever done before. 
That’s pretty exciting to be a 
part of. What’s really cool is 
that Cherny tweeted me after 
I crashed in the downhill. She 
said I had the skills, but I was 
just really unlucky. It’s nice to 
have a proper World Cup skii¬ 
er complement you.” 



Accident did 
not stop Anna’s 
ski dream 

■ Anna, who counts her family 
home as Northamptonshire, was a 
promising snowboard racer when, 
in 2006, she broke her back while 
competing in a race in Japan. 
Despite being left paralysed by the 
injury, the daredevil returned to 
the slopes and took up sit-skiing the 
following yearjoining the British 
Disabled Ski Team’s Development 
Squad in 2007. She made her Team 
GB debut at the N0RAM races in 
Canada in 2008 and was selected 
for the 2010 Paralympic Winter 
Games in Vancouver, where she 
finished sixth in the slalom. She 
narrowly missed out on a medal at 
the 2011IPC Alpine Skiing World 
Championships in Sestriere, Italy, 
finishing fourth in the giant slalom.

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis has spoken of his 
delight after the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer credited him 
in his announcement of £200 
million of funding for pothole 
repairs across the country. 

Speaking in his Budget Speech 
in the House of Commons 
last week, George Osborne 
described Mr Ellis as “very 
persistent” in raising the 
issue of potholes in his cons- 
tiuency. 

The pot of £200 million 
will be available to local au¬ 
thorities to apply for and Mr 
Osborne said he was “fully ex¬ 
pecting” an application for a 
slice of that funding to go to 
Northampton. 

Mr Ellis, speaking to the 
Chronicle &Echo after the de¬ 
bate in Parliament, said he was 
absolutely delighted by the 
announcement, if not a little 
shocked when he was men¬ 
tioned in the Budget state¬ 
ment. 

“This is excellent news, not 
just for the people of North¬ 
ampton but for the entire 
country.

been campaigning and lobby¬ 
ing for and something that is 
desperately needed and want- 
ed. All the surveys we have 
done have shown this is the 
number one local issue with 
people in my constituency.” 


Mr Ellis said he would now 
be meeting with members of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to discuss making an 
application for funding. 

“I would expect North¬ 
ampton to receive millions 


of pounds of funding. It is too 
early to say how much we will 
receive, but it will be a sizeable 
amount of money and there 
will be further developments 
flowing from this announce¬ 
ment,” he added.

Reacting immediately af¬ 
ter the announcement on 
Twitter, Sally Keeble, Labour’s 
prospective parliamentary 
candidate for Northampton 
North, said it showed North¬ 
ampton North was going to 
be an election battleground 
next year. She Tweeted: “Map¬ 
ping places name-checked 
by GO will set out the Tories 
election strategy. He has just 
name-checked Northampton 
North!” 

But Mr Ellis said: “This 
is not about electioneering, 
this is about delivering what 
the people in my constituency 
have been asking for.”

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Work on a new headquarters for Northampton Sea Cadets beings next week 

Work starts on cadet HQ 


Work is ready to begin on the 
first phase of an extension to 
the headquarters of North¬ 
ampton Sea Cadets. 

The building, known as TS 
Laforey, which is on an island 
near Northampton marina, 
will get new toilets and show¬ 
ers to replace the current ones 
which have been deemed in¬ 
sufficient and too old. 

Andrew Jolley, chairman 
of the sea cadets managment 
committee, said: “We hope 
the effect will be to encour¬ 
age more young people to join. 


“The facilities are real¬ 
ly outdated, with only one 
shower and a male and fe¬ 
male toilet. The old ones will 
be knocked down, probably 
with a cheer from the cadets.” 

The building will be ex¬ 
tended into the parade square, 
with work beginning next 
week. 

Although the initial 
phase of the project will cost 
£210,000, the full total has yet 
to be raised. However contrac¬ 
tors, Kier, have agreed to build 
sections as the money for each 
part becomes available. 


So far £40,000 has been 
donated by the now-defunct 
West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC), £5,000 from the 
funds of former mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Roger Conroy, and 
£20,000 from the award-win¬ 
ning cadets’ fund-raising. 

A second phase will be a 
separate building on the same 
site, which the unit hopes to 
share with other river users, 
possibly the University of 
Northampton.

Medieval backyard 
found at new HQ site 



EXCAVATION WORK: Archaeologists at the site of the new council HQ. 

Excavation work will end in August 


A medieval backyard includ¬ 
ing a stone-built bread oven 
has been excavated on the site 
of the county council’s new 
£43 million headquarters in 
Northampton town centre. 

An excavation, carried out by 
representatives from the Mu¬ 
seum of London Archaeology 
(MOLA) in Fetter Street has re¬ 
vealed a number of items dat¬ 
ing back to the 13th century. 

As well as the bread oven, 
the archaeologists have also 
found a stone-lined well shaft, 
medieval pottery and animal 
bones and smaller items in¬ 
cluding a collection of bronze 
pins, from either a personal 
sewing kit or perhaps used 
by a seamstress, earning a liv¬ 
ing working from her home. 
There was also a finely- 
worked bone pin and a 15th- 
century trade token. 

In the next stage of work 
it is possible that remains of 
the house will be found on 
the street along with more 
evidence of the trades and 
crafts by which they earned 
their living.

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Animal shelter overrun as 
demand for dogs declines 




An animal centre owner says 
demand for dogs has dropped 
so much she is in the grip of 
the worst canine crisis in 15 
years. 

Anne Marriott, who runs the 
Animals in Need shelter in 
London Road, Little Irchester, 
said she now had more than 
50 dogs in her care; so many 
she has to look after 12 in her 
own house. 

She says since the start of 
January the shelter had gone 
from rehoming 40 pet dogs a 
month to less than 10 and be¬ 
lieves it could be due to recent 
high profile cases where dogs 
had been responsible for some 
infant deaths. 

She said: “The dog rehom¬ 
ing is slowing, but it’s not just 
here, it’s happening all round 
the country, for some reason. 

“Maybe it’s all the bad pub¬ 
licity that dogs are getting or 
whether people are worried 
about the money and the 


vets bills.” 

Mrs Mariott said this was 
the most difficult period for 
rehoming dogs since she took 
over the shelter 15 years ago, 
although she added that de¬ 
mand for cats, rabbits, guinea 
pigs and birds had remained 
the same. 

“The trouble is we are abso¬ 
lutely rammed. We are getting 
calls every day asking wheth¬ 
er we can take in dogs but we 
don’t have the space.” 

Anne fears that those dogs 
they cannot find room for will 
have to be put down by their 
owners. The shelter is due to 
host a dog rehoming event on 
Sunday, April 6. 

The doors of the shelter 
will be open between noon 
and 3pm in a bid to find new 
families to take on pet dogs 
such as Chubs, a Stafford¬ 
shire bull terrier that had lost 
half its body weight when it 
was taken in there two years 
ago.

Wayne named as referee for big clash with rivals Leicester 


RUGBY UNION 


Wayne Barnes will referee 
an east midlands derby for 
the first time since the con¬ 
troversial Premiership final 
when he takes charge at 
Franklin’s Gardens on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Barnes sent offDylan Hart¬ 
ley in the Twickenham show¬ 
piece last May, with the Saints 
skipper subsequently banned 
for n weeks for verbally abus¬ 
ing the Gloucestershire offi¬ 
cial. 

He has only refereed one 
Northampton game since 
the incident: the clash with 
Worcester Warriors at the 
Gardens last month. 

On that occasion, Barnes 
issued four cards, with 
Worcester skipper Jonathan 
Thomas seeing red and Leon¬ 
ardo Senatore, Sam Betty and 
Saints No.8 Sam Dickinson 
sin-binned. 

Barnes did not take charge 
of Saints’ previous meeting 
with Leicester: the 19-19 draw 
at Welford Road in October, 
which was given to JP Doyle. 

But he has refereed the 
majority of meetings in re¬ 
cent years, with controversy 
never too far away. 

In the 2011 Premiership 
play-off semi-final, Saints 
wing Chris Ashton and 
Leicester’s Manu Tuilagi 
were sin-binned after the Sa¬ 
moan centre landed a series 
of punches on his opponent. 

In another league meeting 


later that year, Saints flanker 
Tom Wood and Leicester’s 
Alesana Tuilagi were red- 
carded for fighting after Ash¬ 
ton pulled Tuilagi’s hair. 

And there was to be a fur¬ 
ther talking point in that 
game, with Saints unhappy 
that Horacio Agulla’s late try 
was allowed after Geordan 
Murphy appeared to block 
Ben Foden in the build-up. 

But the most discussed 
incident came last May and 
Barnes will now be hoping for 
a much quieter afternoon this 
weekend. 

Meanwhile, Jim Mallinder 
says Saturday’s east midlands 
derby will bring the best out of 
everyone at Saints. 

Mallinder’s men go into the 
game on the back of two suc¬ 
cessive defeats, against Exeter 
in the LV= Cup final and Sale 
in the Aviva Premiership. 

In contrast, Tigers, who 
have not lost to Saints since 
September, 2010, head to 
Franklin’s Gardens in buoy¬ 
ant mood, after dispatching 
Exeter 45-15 at Welford Road 
on Sunday. 

But Mallinder is certain his 
men will respond and feels a 
showdown with the old ene¬ 
my wifi ensure Saints up their 
game this weekend. 

“It will bring the best out of 
everyone this week,” said the 
Saints boss. 

“We are disappointed 
about last weekend’s result, 
but we have to put it behind 
us and work hard at gelling as 
team.
